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SUNDAY LEMONS AND SHAVES. 

The decision of the Missouri Court of Appeals 
in the case of a Sunday shave appears to be in 
conflict with the recent judgment of the Supreme 
Court in the case of a Sunday lemon. 

Both of these learned courts hold in plain terms 
that the Sunday laws are religious in their in- 
spiration and the Appellate Court describes them 
as the expression of “a Gou-fearing Christian peo- 
ple, who regard the Sabbath as a holy day.” Sus- 
taining these laws on the basis of a bold enuncia- 
tion of religious purpose, the courts of this State 
have taken a position far in advance of those of 
many other commonwealths. 

Living to some extent under a hierarchy, there- 
fore, the important questions for Missourians to 
consider is what the ecclesiastics and others who 
passed these laws meant by them. In the case 
of the Sunday shave the Appellate Court holds 
that it was neither a work of necessity nor of 
mercy, whereas, in the case of the Sunday lemon 
the Supreme Court decides that the fruit is both 
food and medicine and therefore necessary to 
the life and health of the community. 

Familiarity with the people who enacted Sun- 
day laws and their rules of thought and conduct 
would convince most persons that this ruling as 
to lemons was fatal to the entire law. Your true 
Sabbatarian has no more stomach for Sunday 
lemons than he has for Sunday popcorn or Sunday 
picnics. The men who made the Sunday laws 
obfected even to laughter on Sunday. 

The Supreme Court ably defended its contention 
that lemons are a necessary of life. It said that 
“lemons are not only used to relieve colds, koarse- 
ness and other ailments, but in many families are 
daily used in the preparation of food.” It might 
have added that lemons are employed in the con- 
coction of lemonade and lemon pies, which are 
sometimes offered for sale on Sunday. 

Wise as this judgment was, the court will 
hardly maintain that lemons are absolutely in- 
dispensable either as food or as medicine. There 
is not much nourishment in a lemon and as for 
the flavor of it in food, a family might manage 
to worry along for one day without it. Medicinal- 
ly the lemon is used for its acidity, but there are 
other acids quite as effective. 

If the Sunday lemon, then, be a convenience, 
a gratification, a comfort or a luxury rather than 
a vital necessity, what shall be said about the 
Sunday shave? Unshorn, a man is a fright and 
a plague to others and to himself. True, he may 
wield the razor with his own hand, but that, too, 
was a sin in the estimation of the men who made 
the Sunday laws. Nothing can be said in favor 
of the Sunday lemon that cannot be urged with 
the same force in behalf of the Sunday shave. 
Nobody will die for want of either. Both are 
conveniences, gratifications, comforts and lux- 
uries. 

Considering the enlightened views expressed by 
the Supreme Court on the subject of the Sunday 
lnmon, there is reason to believe that it might take 
issue with the eminent jurists of the Court of 
Appeals as to the legal status of the Sunday shave. 
If we are to be ruled by a theocracy dead and gone 
we should by all means insist upon taking advan- 
tage of the most liberal construction that is to be 
had. 

Buying and eating lemons in the fear of the 
Lord on Sunday, let us also buy and enjoy a 
shave in the same spirit, if we may. 
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NO BANK MONOPOLY, MR. CORTELYOU. 

Recovering from the prostration occasioned 
by Mr. Roosevelt’s discovery that he was a can-

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LIGHTING MONOPOLIES AND FAIR RATES. 
“The North American Co., which holds a com- 
plete monopoly of lighting franchises and fa- 
cilities in St. Louis, is reported to have prom- 
ised “material reductions” in its prices to the 
city for lighting streets, alleys and parks. 

It is patent, however, that such concessions 
as may actually be made will be purely volun- 
tary, since no opportunity for competition ex- 
ists, practically, and no power lies in the people 
to compel reductions or fix reasonable prices, as 
the law now stands. 

Yet between now and September, 1910, when 
the city’s contract for lighting expires, there 
is a possibility of change in the judicial con- 
struction of the law of the land which main- 
tains ‘the vested rights of this class of monop- 
oly with respect to the rates they are permit- 
ted to charge by their charters. 

In two years and a half there is likely to be a 
review of New York’s case by the United States 
Supreme Court, which should open up the whole 
question of the right of a lighting monopoly to 
charge unfair rates either to a city or to the pub- 
lic, merely because those rates were named in 
ancient charters before a complete monopoly was 
secured and competition precluded. 

In consideration of the “police power,” broad- 
ly, the Court will undoubtedly be urged in the 
New York case to qualify its Dartmouth Col- 
lege doctrine to the extent of recognizing the 
celebrated “virtual monopoly” argument of Lord 
Hale, in which he contended that even though 
the rates of a concern in the exclusive enjoy- 
ment of a public facility were fixed by the 
King’s charter, nevertheless they must be rea- 
senable. 

Concerning this principle, Cooley in his Con- 
stitutional Limitations remarks: “If, then, by 
public permission, one is making use of the pub- 
lic property, and he chances to be the only one 
with whom the public can deal in respect to the 
use of that property, it seems entirely reasonable 
to say that his business is affected with a public 
interest which requires him to deal with the 
public on reasonable terms.” 

Gradual and almost imperceptible recession 
from the flat doctrine of the inviolability of char- 
ter contracts has been the tendency of the court 
for years. Whether it is prepared now abruptly 
to recognize a distinct and important exception 
in the case of a complete monopoly of a public 
function may be doubted, but it is plain, on the 
other hand, that the times argue loudly for 
that exception and that many reasons founded 
in morality and polity exist for its adoption. 

Corporations and communities alike will await 
with keen interest the Court’s expressions which 
the nature of litigation now before it and soon 
to be presented must inevitably elicit upon this 
principle. 

It is possible that there may be relief for St. 
Louis in the judgment which it will render, for 
the situation here as to lighting is analogous to 
that in New York.

KANSAS CITY’S CHEAP GAS. 

The results of the introduction of natural gas 
from the great reservoirs of Southern Kansas into 
Kansas City are set forth in an interesting 
article in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. The entire 
city is supplied with gas for heating, lighting and 
cooking. The price is cut from $1 to 25 cents and 
the saving to household consumers is at least 100 
per cent. 

The effects of the substitution of gas for coal 
on health and comfort are scarcely less important 
than its economy. The expense and trouble of 
handling coal and ashes, with their smoke, soot 
and dust, are eliminated. The natural gas com- 
bines the advantages of economy, comfort, clean- 
liness, sanitary conditions. 

The gas fields of Kansas and Oklahoma are the 
most extensive in the world. Investigation only 
will determine whether there is a sufficient sup- 
ply of gas to make it worth while to pipe it to 
St. Louis. If natural gas is not available we 
should have cheap gas piped from the coal fields 
of Illinois, or cheap electricity manufactured by 
water power. 

St. Louis needs, more than anything else, the 
elimination of smoke and soot from the atmos- 
phere and the cheapening of heat, power and

It is well for the people of St. Louis to bear 
in mind from vear to year that the trees of this 
city give it a distinction and charm among the 
great cities of America. 

A sense of this influence and value, which were 
accidental at first, became a conscious municipal 
purpose with the creation of the unique office 
of City Forester, whose incumbent, Mr. Meyer, 
betrays a commendable sense of the high im- 
portance of his mission. 

It may be put down partly to laudable enthu- 
siasm when he translates into such figures as 
$20,000,400 the untranslatable and _ intangible 
worth of our trees, that is derived in large part 
from their grateful, protecting umbrage in the 
ardor of summer, their aid to healthfulness, and 
especially their visual relief of the inartistic 
and harsh montony of urban line and. color. 
But there can be no gainsaying the actual en- 
hancement of residence values by the 200,000 
elms, poplars, ashes, sycamores and maples that 
shade and beautify our streets. 

Tree planting ig a good municipal investment, 
as well for the dollars-and-cents contribution to 
taxable values as “or the added attractions to a 
city of homes. One hundred dollars per tree, per- 
haps, does not*overstate the one value; the other 
values, esthetic and sentimental, are past reck- 
oning. 

As trees make a better city, so do they make 
better citizens by a companionship that appeals 
to the best that is in man. Man’s love of a tree 
in the city is pathetic, in a sense, but it is an 
anchor to the ideals and the virtues, the natural, 
the strong, the upright and the true, of which 
the monarch of the forest, wherever it be, stands 
as the symbol.

GASLESS MACHINE NOW 
EQUAL OF THE BALLOON 





PARIS, Jan. 18.—Henry Farman, the areonaut who, 
in winning on Monday. the wveutsche-Archdeacon 
prize of $10,000 by covering a circular course of one 
kilometer (five-eights of a mile) in a gasless or heav- 
ier-than-air flying machine, wrested the supremacy 
from Santos-Dumont of the dirigiovle balloon fame, 
has turned prohpet. 

Mr. Farman is the hero of the hour. He 1s being 
banqueted and petted as only a Paris hero can be: 
In his responses, Farman passes the present and goes 
to the future. He predicts that by 1910 and aerial om- 
nibus line will be running between London and Par- 
is, maintaining a speed of 50 to 100 miles an hour at 


at present. 

The present-day flying machines, says Mr. Far- 
man, are adaptable only for sportive amusement, 
but that will soon be changed along the lines of his 


design. 
How He Won Prize. 


Farman’s flight was spectacular. At 10 a. m, the 
flags marking the circle to be accomplished had 
been placed in position, and 10 minutes later Mr, 
Farman set his motor in motion. At 12 minutes past 
10 o’cleuck the machine rushed forward, rolling along 
the ground for a hundred yards or so, and then 
launching into the aft with the greatest of ease, it 
passed between two flags at three or four yards 
from the ground. 

Traveling at the rate of about 35 miles an hour, it 
bore to the turning point. Half way along in a 
straight line, Mr. Farman slightly inclined his head 
piece, causing apparatus to rise to a height of. 8 
yards. 

The turning movement was accomplished without 
difficulty. The plane swept round the flag almost 
on an even keel and commenced the voyage home- 
ward as steady as if it had been traveling along the 
ground. : 

It was an impressive sight, and as the circle grad- 
vally developed and became 4 definite one the crowd 
on the fortifications broke into enthusiastic cheers. 

Mr. Farman swept past the flags at the winning 
line, 4 yards from the ground, one minute and 28 
seconds after the commencement of his flight and de- 
scended a little further along almost at the feet of 
the Controlling Committee. 


An Automobile With Wings. 


Farman’s machine may be descrived as an auto- 
mobile with wings. It is really a very imperfect 
automobile with very clumsy wings, and even while 
admitting its flight, one cannot but feel that it bears 
the same relation to the flying machine of the future 
as Robert Stephenson's ‘..ocket” did to the loco- 
motives of the present day. The very faults of the 
machine help to give it a striking appearance. 

A framework of ash and piano wires supports two 
horizontal parallel plangs of light sailcloth 30 feet 
long. A 50-horsepower motor is placed just behind 
and above the level of the lower j'ane of the forward 
set of sails. In front protrudes a horizontal rudder, 
which, raised or lowered, changes the elevation at 
which the machine slides. The areonaut sits just in 
front of the motor. 

The motor weighs 176 pounds, has eight cylinders 
and developed 50-horsepower. Its manufacturers also 
win a medal. 

As Farman sits above his apparatus and between 
his wings, bending a little forward, he appears at 
the start enveloped in a circle of flame, due to the 
bad sparking and flashing of his motor. The din 
produced is like that of volley firing by a troop of 
soldiers. 

As the machine rushes along the ground at first 
the outspread wings seem to lend excitement and 
recklessness to the whole performance, while in the 
aeroplane’s wake the spectators are swept by the 
tempestuous wind it produces in its flight. 

It is when the aeroplane rises high above the 
ground that the element of risk appears to be less, 
for its flight is now comparatively even, and when 
it descends it is with a long, gradual swerve. 

The propeller, shielded by the boxlike balance tail, 
is the one weak point of the airship, according to Mr. 
Farman, who is alWays in fear of the propeller 
breaking. 


“LIMERICK’’ PROCEEDS TO 
THE POOR OF LIMERICK. 


LONDON, Jan. 18.—The Earl of Limerick -has is- 
sued an appeal to “limerick’’ prize-winners to vive 
5 per cent of their prizes to a fund for the relief of 
the poor of the city of Limerick. If they do, the poor 
will be much benefited, for the ‘‘limerick’’ competi- 
tion craze has assumed large proportions. 

Lincoln Springfield, editor of London Opinion, a 
2-cent weekly, conceived last March the ider-of offer- 
ing prizes for the best concluding line of a “limer- 
ick,”’ the weekly supplying the first four lines. Each 
competitor sent a postal order for 12 cents with his 
line and the money was pooled and divided among 
the winners. Nearly every weekly paper in the 
United Kingdom adopted the idea and the extent to 
which the gamble spread is shown by the fact that 
five London weeklies have distributed $1,156,075 in 
prizes. The number of postal orders sold rose from 
700,000 in 1906 to 9,292,970 in 1807.

SCHOOL FOR “CENTRALS” 
IS OPENED IN PARIS. 


PARIS, Jan. 18.—The telephone service in Paris 
has long been the despair of business men and the 
Moy of the comic papers. The municipality is trying 
to work a reform and has opened a school in which 
girls are taught as much of the science of telephon- 
ing as necessary, are given practice in asking for 
and giving ‘“‘communication,” and are trained to be 
patient, amiable and polite.

The limit in 
weight of the perfect telephonist appears to be be- 
tween 4 feet 10 inches and 5 feet 7.

Worth of Finery Princess 
Louise Had Pawned. 








VIENNA, Jan. 18.—Vienna was taken by surprise 
when the Government Sale and Pawn House an- 
nounced a short time ago that 1579 articles belong- 
ing to Princess Louise of Belgium would be put on 
exhibition here and sold. 

When she left the Coburg Palace 10 years ago to 
stay on the Riviera with her lover she left enor- 
mous debts and then contracted new onesg.at Cannes 
and Nice. She sold her horses an? carriages, 
pawned her jewels, and as last, when in-urgént need 
of money, she pawned her furs, dresses, bonnets, 
laces, fans—everything else she could spare; valued 
altogether at.$100,000, and pawned for $12,000 

The finest dresses, about fifty, had been put on 
forms, and if these had had heads and hands, the 
place would have afforded a good representation of 
a court reception. Court dresses with gold embroid- 
ered train 5 yards long stood on platforms covered 
with plush carpets on which were spread out 
cloaks and capes of ermine, sable, sealskin and 
other costly furs. <A whole toilette of séalskin with 
a train was labeled 2000 crowns ($00), a magnificent 
opera cloak, chinchilla outside and snowy ermine 
for a lining, 3500 crowns ($700). Three hundred ball 
dresses and tea gowns were there, in velvet, satin 
brocade, embroidered in colors, in silver, gold and 
costumes of Hungary, Roumania, Italy, Brubant, 
gave brightest touches of color. 

Of underwear there were Lundreds of dozens; 
silk stockings, batiste garments with splendid Brus- 
sels lace insertions, flimsy and transparent to such 
a degree that the women gazing upon them ex- 
changed significant glances. There were at least 


fifty frilled silk petticoats in all the colors of the. 


rainbow. And as for bonnets, hats, feathers, birds, 
flowers, parasols and fans, they were in such pro- 
fusion that one can but believe the Prinsess bought 
everything by the dozen. Of riding boots there 
were 24 pairs, all of the finest kid, and 50 pairs of 
embroidered ball slippers. 

One afternoon the crowd was so great as to be 
dangerous. Hundreds on the broad staircases never 
got into the rooms at all, and at 5 o'clock the vis- 
itors nad to be turned out, and women gave the ser- 
vant tips to keep places for them at the sale 
which was to begin the next day. 

But late at night the newspapers were notified 
that the sale would not take place, becquse her di- 
vorced husband had paid the sum for which the ar- 
ticles were pawned and would withdraw every 
item. 

Prince. Philip of Coburg had been received that 
day by the fmperor in Schoenbrunn, where he re- 
ported that the Emperor's orders had been carried 
out to the letter, and that his former wife’s goods 
had been removed and were being packed up to be 
destroyed. The money for doing this came from 
the Emperor’s pocket. 

It is just 10 years since the Emperor ordered that 
same Prince Philip of Coburg to start immediately 
for Cannes, and a duel with his wife's 
lover, Geza von Mattalich. The Prince obeyed and 
returned three days afterward ~-7vith his arm in a 


sling. 


DISCARDED PETTICOATS 
REFORM WOMAN’S WALK. 


LONDON, Jan. 18.—‘‘The great question in Paris 
dressmaking circles is the petticoat to be, or not 
to be?’’ writes Lady Violet Breville, in the Graphic. 

“The most fashionable have introduced the tight- 
est fitting and most clinging of robes, robes which 
they say cannot be worn over a petticoat, but need 
tights beneath. We have seen one or two specimens 
of these on the stage already, and fashion is slowly 
leading us back to the garments of the first Em- 
pire, when corsets were abandoned and elegantes, 
like Mme. Recamier, dampened their limp dresses to 
make them cling closer to their bodies. 

‘Such costumes were very well when women nev- 
er walked and. always wore the thinnest of satin 
shoes, like the Empress Josephine, who would not 





have condescended to put shoe leather on her prétty 


little feet; but now, when women tramp in the mud, 
jump in and out of tubes and omnibuses, the cling- 
ing garment, which impedes movement, seems ut- 
terly out of place.

LONDON, Jan. 18.—That masterful monarch, the 
Emperor Menelik of Abyssinia, direct descendant of 
Solomon and the Queen of Sheba, has just had his 
first ride in a motor ear. Mr. Bentley, who is mo- 
toring to Khartoum, looked in on the way to the 
Abyssinian Capitol and gave the dusky potentate a 
ride in his 18-horsepower car. As Menelik has a 
passion for machinery, his unbounded delight may 
be imagined. He went into esctacies recently over 
a steam roller whch arrived at his Capitel of Adis 
Abeba to work on the new roads.

Afterward he 
carried the machine to the Empress and heard the 
message again through the trumpet, and a third 
salute was fired. 


GREEK IS SOON TO GO 
FROM ENGLISH SCHOOLS. 


LONDON, Jan. i8.—‘‘For the large majority. of 
boys in public schools the study of Greek is doomed,” 
says Dr. Joseph Wood, head master of Harrow, in 
an interview. 

“Greek is crowded out. Science, modern languages, 
art and music—all late comers in the curriculum— 
claim, and rightly claim, their fair share of time, 
and there is not room for all. 

“If you were to compel a boy to learn all these 
subjects, you would produce a superficial dilettante; 
you would not make an educated man,” says Dr. 
Wood. “Moreover, there are but 24 hours in a day; 
and with due regard to the health of a growing boy, 
you cannot allow more than eight hours a day for 
hard study. Personally, I should put it at less than 
eight. There is not time for all, and Greek will have 


to go.” .

Compared ‘» the vast quantity 
of gas underlying the surface there, 
Kansas City takes only a small frac- 
tion of it. Experts declare that St. Louis 
could be lighted and heatec from the 
same field with no visible lessening of 
the supply for years.

IKXansas City had a hard fight to get 
natural gas. The Gas Trust had the 
city by the throat with a franchise for 
a long term of years for $1 a thousand 
cubic feet, the same price paid now 
in St. Louis. 

The Kansas City Star began the cam- 
paign for natural gas, inviting capital to 
invest in the project and urging the 
City Council to work for it. Several 
ditferent companies asked the Council 
for franchises, but for some time there 
was no company with sufficient capita! 
Lehind it to build an adequate system. 
It seemed as if several of the compa- 
nies wished a franch:se only to sell out 
afterward to the Gas Trust. 

"he City Council and the Mayor were 
in earnest. They wished ihe old com- 
pany to have the franchise if it would, 
because it had the mains and house 
connections already in. But the Coun- 


cil was determined to give the fran- 
chise to some company that would do 


the work. 

The Gas Trust put all sorts of ob- 
stacles in the way. It waged a propa- 
e-nda of ridicule and misrepresentation. 
I. declared that the supply was already 
giving out; that no company would put 
a million dollars into a pipe line when 
no one could estimate how soon the 
ges in the fleld would be exhausted; 
that natural gas was dangerous; Mable 
to explode at any time; that it gave off 
poisonous fumes and a greasy emana- 
tion that ruined house furnishings, and 
trat entire new city mains would have 
to be laid to carry it because the old 
pipes would burst under its great pres- 
sure. 


Experience Shows Otherwise. 


All of these contentions were untrue, 
as experience has proven, but they 
served the purpose of delaying the com- 
ing of cheaper gas. 

At last a company with ample capital 
and an earnest purpose loomed up, and 
then the old company, the Gas Trust, 
became frightened and hurried before 
ttre Council with a franchise proposi- 
tion. After much “dickering’’ between 
the city and the company a franchise 


was granted upon the following terms: }|, 


The city gave to the company the use 
of the strpets for 30 years. 

Natural gas is to be furnished for do- 
mestic purposes for the first five years 
at 25 cents, for the next five years at 27 
cents and at 30 cents for the balance 
of the life of the franchise. 

If the supply of natural gas gives out, 
the company must give the city six 
months notice. Then the city selects a 
Circuit Judge, the company names an- 
other, and these two select a third, who 
compose a board of arbitration to inves- 
tigate fully the cost of making artificial 
gas, and this board shall, within 90 days 
after the close of the inquiry, announce 
its decision, fixing the price per thous- 
and feet for manufactured gas.

This is considered one of the best 
contracts held by any gas distributing 
company in this country. Usually two- 
thirds of the gross income goes to the 
pipe line company and one-third to the 
distributing company.

ing coal for heating. The majority of 
the homes were heated by hot-air fur- 
naces such as ave used in many of 
the homes in St. Louis. When the 
gas company was ready to deliver nat- 
ural gas at % cents, all of these old- 
fashioned coa' furnaces were trans- 
formed into gas furnaces by simply run- 
ning a gas pipe into it and putting the 
burners beneath the grate. The bow! 
of the furnace was filled with fire brick, 
and the gas flame, burning up through 
this, heated the lumps red hot and main- 
tained a steady heat. 


Gas a Labor Saver. _ 


One feature of this system of heating 
is the ease and quickness with which 
the heat can be regulated. A man 
wishes the temperature of his house to 
be at all times the same, say 6 de- 
grees. He has a “thermostat’’ upon 
the wall of the living room. He sets 
it at 60 degrees, and the mercury in 
it automatically regulates the flame in 
the gas burners in his furnace down 
in the cellar. If the temperature starts 
to go above 60 degrees, the supply of 
gas is automatically diminished, and 
if it becomes so warm that no fire is 
needed the ‘“‘thermostat’’ shuts off the 
gas completely, but leaves a tiny ‘‘pi- 
lot light’ burning so that if the tem- 
perature in the room goes below 60 the 
valve is opened, the gas flows and is 
ignited by the pilot light. Thus, in 
many homes the furnace is not even 
looked at for weeks, and yet, whether 
the weather is cold or warm outside, 
the temperature in the home is always 
the same. 

The practical utility and economy of 
natural gas in Kansas City is shown 
by the actual experiences of household- 
ers, gathered by a reporter of the Post- 
Dispatch, who visited their homes. 
Judge J..E. Guinotte of the Probate 
Court lives in an eight-room house at 
1316 Garfield avenue. Last winter his 
bill for manufactured gas for lighting 
and cooking averaged $18 a month. His 
coal bill averaged $20. He paid $1 a 
month to have the ashes hauled away, 
and $6 a month to a negro for attend- 
ing the furnace. This was $45 a month. 
He uses natural gas now for heat, light 
and cooking. His gas bill averages $15 
a month, @ saving of $% a month in 
money paid out.

There it is forced 
through two parallel 16-inch pipes to 
another pumping station at Scipio. 
From there to Olathe it is forced 
through one 16-inch pipe.

It is a simple and inex- 
pensive mechanical process and it Is 
said by experts that the total cost of 
delivering the gas to the mains in the 
city is only 3 cents a thousand cubic 
feet. 

In summer gas is sold to manufactur- 
ers in Kansas City at 10 cents a thou- 
sand. 

It is estimated that the gas now 
known to exist in the field is sufficient 
to supply Kansas City for 50 years. But 
this is only an estimate. Some experts 
the suppiv will be exhausted tn 
ten years. 

“One Town Supplied 24 Years. 

A company has been supplying Pitts- 
burg, Pa., with natural gas for 24 
years, and last year it supplied 109,000,000 } 
cubic feet to householders, more than 
in ony other year of the 24 it has been 
‘ss existence. It is a known fact that 
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it instead of coal. But it was found, 
when the gas was turned on, that the 
old pipes of the existing company were 
inadequate to supply homes and fac- 
tories too. The mains had been ade- 
quate to carry all the gas needed for 
lighting, but when the natural gas was 
used for heating, cooking and lighting, 
the demand was too great upon the 
pipes and the pressure was often too 
light to give the required supply.

The character of these letters is such, 
Jotge Cochran has announced, that hé 
will clear the courtroom of all except 
this lawyers and jury before he permits 
tiem tn be read. 

‘his ruling further protects from pub- 
licity the letters of Mrs. ura Hamil- 
ton, 18 of which are in the hands of 
lawyers for Richard Snell, the disin- 
herited conicstant. In the letters is 
F*eret code, crosses indicating 
words. 

The ietters of Rey. E. A. Hamilton, 
Mre. Lara Hamilton’s husband, and a 
brother of Judge Cochran in the ranks 
of the Methodist clergy in Illinois, as 
well as an old friend, are on file with 
a deposition in the case. 

Judge Cochran adjourned court abs, 
terday after the noon recess, just as 
Mabelle’s love letters were about to be 
introduced. He explained that he was 
ill, and could not continue hearing evi- 
dence until Monday noon. It is expect- 
ed that the case will be completed in 
three or four days. 


OColonel’s Strange Nicknames. 
“Baun’ and “Bon Oz Oz’’ are among 


the affectionate nicknames given to 
Snell by Mabeile, and they figure in 
the correspondence. Ninety-nine letters 
frem him to her are to be introduced in 
evidence. 

That Mabelle and a mysterieus wom- 
an named “Belle,” said not to be a 
Ciinton woman, unduly influenced the 
millionaire, and that he was insane when 
he made his will, are the contentions 
upon which Richard Snell bases his 
suit. He was cut off with an annuity 
ef $50. Mabelle got $1200 year, and 
fs sald to have received $75,000 worth 
ef gifts from Col. Snell during the last 
@even years of his life. 

One objectionable feature of the will, 
fn the eyes of the heirs, is its pro- 
vision that the estate shall not be dis- 


a 


tributed until the youngest living heir 


is dead. As some of the grandchildren 
are infants, this would defer settlement 
probably 50 years, by which time, it is 
said, the estate would be worth $500,- 
@00,000, as it is mostly in real estate 
hich is rapidly increasing in value. 

The remarkable letters of Pastor Ham- 
fiton probably will be introduced also 
Monday. The clergyman, inviting Col. 
Gnell to visit his wife, Lura, and his 
daughter, Helna, then 17 years old, as- 
sures him of “a good time” and tells 
bim the wife and girl “live in anticipa- 
tion of having a good time with you 
staying with us.” 

In the same letters acknowledgment 
is made of checks for $100 and $200, of 
gifts of money to Eelna to buy a dia- 
mond studded sorority pin and clothes; 
of provision for the family to visit the 
World's Fair tn St. Louis; and Col. Snell 
is urged to help pay for a home the 
minister and his wife selected. 

Snell paid some of Helna’s expenses 
at school, the letters show, and to her 
companions she explained his generosity 
as that of “a rich uncle.”

They walked cast. As they were 
crossing Leffingwell avenue a hoy ran 
up to Foster and said: 

“Those are the men that broke into 
your house.” 

Keeping in the shadow of the build- 
ings Foster walked east on the north 


side of the street. 
The men were walking straight to- 


ward the alley through which Moore 
and Edward Foster were coming soutia. 

They were almost there when Moore 
stepped from the alley.

All yesterday morning a little boy with 
yellow hair stood on a_ Broadway 
corner and sold newspapers containing 
an account of the suicide of his own 
father the night before. And in the 
afternoon he tramped through the mud 
in Wellston delivering another paper 
with the story of the suicide, 

The little fellow was only 12 years old, 
his clothing was thin, there were holes in 
his stockings through which the bare 
skin showed, red with the cold, and be- 
neath the shock of vellow hair the face 
looked pinched and careworn, 

The boy was working harder than 
ever, crying his papers louder’ than 
usual, because his need of money was 
greater. Just before His father killed 
himself he had written a note which 
was found upon the floor beside his 
dead body. The note read: 

“You can sell my body to some med- 
ical college and thus get some money. 

“JOSEPH KASTNER.” 


Boy Haunted by Fear. 


And little Jullus Kastner, the news- 
boy son of the dead man, was haunted 
by the fear that the medical college 
would get his father’s body. The last 
thing he said to his mother when he 
left to sell his papers Saturday morning 
Was: 

‘“Miama, don't let 
papa. We'll bury him

afternoon he handed

He'll bea big business 
man some day, won’t you, Julius?’ and 
she” went over and knelt on the bare 
floor before him and leaned her fore- 
arms on his knees and looked up into 
the pinched little face.

STORY TOLD BY MINER. 

Following is the story of the experiences of three men entombed in the 
Alpha shaft Dec. 4, writen by A. D. Bailey and sent to the surface ea 
the six-inch pipe: 

“On Dec. 4, 1907, 7 o’clock, A. D. Bailey, P. J. Brown, C. W. Turner, 
Fred McDonald and mea Constanta, reported at the Alpha shaft, as waa 
their custom, and went down to work.

RISE AND FALL OF 
WALSH, SUMMARIZED 


Born in Ireland 70 years ago; 
came to United States in 1849, and 
in Chicago began career as news- 
boy, finally becoming owner of 
newspaper and practical owner of 
three banks and half a score of 
railroads. 

His three. banks, Chicago Na- 
tional, Equitable Trust and Home . 
Savings, closed Dec. 18, 190, after 
National Bank Examiner Bosworth 
discovered, as he alleged, securities 
in Walsh properties given for ex- 
cessive loans, memorandum notes 
and worthless checks. The exam- 
iner charged that Walsh concealed 
bank’s condition by transferring 
securities from one bank to another 
as they were inspected. 

His prosecution started. under 
orders from Washington, March 9, 
1906, when he was arrested “on 
criminal warrants; indicted Jan. 
18, 1907, on the charge of misap- 
plying $7,000,000 of the funds of the 
Chicago National Bank; put on 
trial Nov. 12 before Judge A. B. 
Andersod; convicted Jan. 18, 1908, 
the law allowing imprisonment for 
not less than five or more than 
ten years on each of the 54 counts 
on which he was convicted.

Train Is Fixed Up. 

After the little mishap to our sup- 
ply train they improved the train by 
screwing an eyebolt in the caps and 
wired two more vessels to the train, 
so that our improved train with the 
eyebolt and flexible connection from 
one nipple to another, makes a capital 
train. 

“How my companions ever managed 
to climb out of the shaft with such a 
shower of dirt going down the shaft, 
I do not know, but when they got to this 
level they certainly were a sight to 
look at. Even the pockets of their jump- 
ers rere as full of dirt as you could 
pack them. McDonald was the first man 
to get to the station, but on the way 
up the shaft he was struck in the head 
by a rock and very nearly lost his 
hold on the ladder, but thank the Lord 
he held on. If he nad fallen, Brown 
being below him, would have been also 
knocked off, and it would have beea 
all off with them. 

“Brown says that once, while he was 
coming up the shaft, he stepped on 
dirt, so you can see that the shaft was 
filling up as fast as the boys were climb- 
ing. 

“After the shaft was filled up above 
this. level everything on the station was 
covered with dust, and for several hours 
we were spitting mud, and it seemed to 
take from three to four days for the 
dust to settle. 

Felt Grit in His Teeth. 

“Whenever I touched my teeth to- 
gether I could feel the grit between. 
We took oil and waste and soaked the 
dust. 

“We did not sleep any for the first 
three nights. The only place we had to 
lay down was on the station floor, and 
the floor being cold and damp and our 
nerves being strung up, too,.it was im- 
possible for us to sleep. 

“On the 7th of December we found 
an old canvas wagon cover that we tsed 
to cover the motor with when they 
were blasting in the shaft, so from the 
old lumber we picked up an old hand- 
saw that had been through the war, 
we made one bunk, and on the 8th made 
another, and on the 9h made the third, 
#0 that now we have a bunk apiece. 

“After completing our bunks the next 


‘80 we phoned to the sufface and they

“In regard to our supplies we have 
the best that could be obtained in Ne-

“Every woman in Kimberly seemed to 
want to do something for us. Our 
Christmas dinner consisted of roast 
chicken, cranberry sauce, pie, cake, cel- 
ery and ice cream. We had about the 
Same fare for New Year's, and with the 
exception of ;ice cream our surveyor, 
Mr. Sales, sent us down iced fruit for 
our dessert. 


“There has not been a day since we 
have been down that Mrs. Tice or Mrs. 
Mayer has not sent something down to 
us. Mrs. Walter, Mrs. Clapp, Mrs. 
Dorer, Mrs. Burgeron have all sent us 
something and Mrs. Flader sent us 
our first chicken dinner, with ice cream, 
pie, cake, sandwiches, iced fruit and 
cigars. 

“You can see that we have been liv- 
ing on the fat of the lalnd and our 
boarding boss and wife, Mr. and Mrs. 
Gates, have sent the. best in the house 
and had schemed to have many dain- 
ties. 

Had Plum Pudding Christmas. 

“I must state that we had plum pud- 
ding for Christmas dinner that was sent 
from England to our Mr. Me Donald, and 
it was sent to him by his sweetheart, 
so, you see, it was seasoned with love 
for him, but that didn’t stop Brown 
or myself from eating our fill of it. 


“My wife gave us our breakfast every 
morning and made our coffee. About 
every woman in Kimberley has come 
to the phone and had something to 
say in the way of encouraging us. The 
work of rescue was in charge of E. W. 
Walter, manager of the Giroux Con- 
solidated Mines, with whom was as- 
sociated T. W. McTate, Superintendent 
of Mines, and Mr. Gallagher, Superin- 
tendent of the Veterans Mines. These 
men are all miners of many years’ ex- 
perience, but this work of rescue was 
work that taxed their best skill and 
ingenuity and had to be given to Mr. 
McFate to supervise. 

“This has been one of the hardest 
propositions I ever heard of. After the 
cave-in there was nothir._; solid to brace 
or block timbers to and the men had 
to drive piling for every inch they got: 
also they had to hang all timbers to 
wire cables, anchored at the surface. 
I think they had nine Inch-and-a-quarter 
cables In the shaft. All the men who 
worked in the shaft deserve all kinds 
of praise, as it has been very danger- 
ous and a man was taking a desperate 
chance whenever he went down the 
shaft. : 

“All the men here did everything pos- 
sible for us. We were efitombed since 
Dec. 4, so, you see, we had a long 
siege of it. They sent us newspapers, 
Magazines and novels and we had cards. 
We have been well, with the exception 
of McDonald, who had a bilious head- 
ache the night before last. But we 
‘doped’ him and he got well. 

“We will close this letter with our 
best wishes to all our friends.

Former Official, in France for 
Health, Retains Membership 


in Directorate. 

Richard B. Bullock is now ‘president 
of the Jefferson Bank, located at Jef- 
ferson and Franklin avenues, the direc- 
tors of that institution having elected 
him to succeed Henry Wood at their 
last meeting, held Wednesday. 

Mr. Bullock’s election followed the ac- 
ceptance of the resignation of Mr. Wood 
as president, contained in a letter writ- 
ten from Nice, France. Mr. Bullock is 
still a director in the bank, although he 
notified his fellow-directors of his will- 
ingness to resign that position, too, if

In his letter of resignation, Mr. Bul- 
lock explafmed, Mr. Wood said, he had 
decided to make a trip to Egypt with a 
party formed at Nice, and. owing to the 
indefiniteness of the time of his return tc 
St. Louis, thought {it advisable to re- 
linquish the bank presidency. 

The cashier. of the bank, W. E. Ber- 
ger, like the retiring president, has not 
becn able to attend to his official duties 
the past few months because of ill- 
health. About six months ago, Mr. Ber- 
ger was stricken with pneumonia and 
soon afterward suffered an attack of 
nervous prostration and heart trouble.

EDMUND CLARENCE STEDMAN. 
POET AND BANKER, IS DEAD 


New Yorker Was War Correspon- 
dent, Biographer and Wrote Crit- 
ical Studies of Writers. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—Edmund Clar- 
ence Stedman, poet and banker, died at 


his home in Bronxville Park tonight 
at the age of 75.

Mr. Stedman had occupied a promi 
nent position in American literature fofTt 


many years. He was known both as 
a war correspondent and poet. He 
also was a member of the New York 
Stock Exchange and was a successful 
business man, 

He was born in Hartford, Conn., in 
1833, being @ son of Maj, 
Burke Stedman. He was graduated 
from Yale College in 1853. After a brief 
country newspaper career, he joined 
the staff of the New York Herald. 
From 1861 to 18683 he was a war corre- 
spondent for the New York Herald. 

His many published poems have been 
given generous praise by critics, and 
he held a high rank in that field of 
literature. He also wrote biographies 
and critical studies of many poets and 
writers. He was editor of “Library of 
American Literature.” Among his other 
works of a historical nature is the “His- 
tory of the New York Stock Exchange,” 
from which he retired in 1900.

The District Attorney estimated that 
the trial had cost the United States 
$100,000. This includes $4,954 paid to the 
jurors for their services and $3500 which 
it cost to maintain them at a hotel 
during the trial. The District Attor- 
neys office was engaged nearly a year 
in preparation of the case, during which 
time three assistants devoted their en- 
tire time to the work, as did also ten 
Secret Service men, six investigators 
and several stenographers. In addition, 
there was the fees of more than a hun- 
dred witnesses. It was said to have 
been by far the most expensive trial 
ever held in the Federal Court in 
Chicago. 

First a Newsdealecr. 

John R. Walsh entered Chicago's busi- 
ness life in’ 1849, as a newsboy. He was 
12 years old and had come to the United 
States from Leinster, Ireland, his birth- 
place. He was ambitious to attain 
wealth. He wanted to go to California, 
where the gold fever had just become 
epidemic, but his parents would not con- 
sent. After running a small news stand 
on Dearborn street for a time, he drove 
out all his competitors. 

Then he bécame a beliboy and 
John McNally, a hotel porter. They 
started a news store together, ‘but 
Walsh’s daring ended the partnership. 
He furnished the usher service to Rice's 
Theater free for the privilege of selling 
candy and apples between acts. He made 
money at it. When the Civil War 
broke out he saw the possibilities of 
taking charge of the circulation of all 
Chicago newspapers and by controlling 
the output to the soldiers he increased 
the demand to such an extent that the 
papers could not supply it. 

He was the first man to “butcher’’ 
on a train and founded the Western 
News Co. Overwork began to tell on 
him and he suffered from dyspepsia. 

That complaint became one of the 
important factors in his life, for it 
was while he was suffering from his 
attacks that he made most of his ene- 

ies. He attained an important point 

his ambition by becoming the pub- 
her of the Herald and making this

Then Became a Banker. 

fe acquired control of the Chicago 
National Bank, the Home Savings Bank 
and the Equitable Trust and the Chicago 
Chronicle—and then came the crash Dec. 
18, 1905. Simultaneous examinations by 
the Federal and State bank examiners 
uncovered the methods he had used to 
acquire the Southern Illinois, the Indiana 
Southern and all other rallroads. After 
an all-night session of the Clearing 
House it was decided that the banks’ 
private property, amounting to %5,000,- 
000, should be turned over to the Clear- 
ing House Association and that the as- 
sociation should assume the indebted- 
ness of the Walsh banks. The total 
abilities of the three banks were ap- 
proximated at $26,000,000. The Chicago 
National had been capitalized at $1,900,- 
000, the Equitable Trust at $500,000 and 
the Home Savings at $100,000. The in- 
vestigation showed that the fallures were 
due almost entirely to the use by 
Walsh of the bank's money to exploit 
his many railroad enterprises and to 
support the Chronicle, which Was a 
losing property.

These 
will be the first delegates to the national 
convention to be elected in any State, 
and Taft's friends naturally want them. 
The Fourteenth District will elect dele- 
gates at West Plains Feb. 8, and the 
other districts will come along later 
with their conventions. 

Fur Flying Thick. 

It is now regarded as almost a cer- 
tainty that the delegates-at-large elected 
at the State Convention will be bound 
by iron-clad instructions for Taft. The 
efforts of the anti-Taft people are now 
being concentrated to prevent the dis- 
trict conventions from instructing the 
delegates. 

This Taft and anti-Taft fight is what 
has caused the upheaval among St. 
Louis Republicans, who are now en- 
gaged in one of their Kilkenny cat fights. 
Fur is fiying thick and fast, and the 
Cannon cat, Fairbanks cat, Cortelyou 
cat, Hughes cat, and old stray dark- 
horse cats, are all clawing and biting 
the Bill Taft cut. There hasn't been a 
more lively row in the local Republican 
camp in years. 

Jeptha D. Howe, chairman of the Re- 
publican City Committee; Thomas J. 
Akins, United States Subtreasurer; Otto 
Stifel, brewer, and Charles Nagel, law- 
yer, are leading the Taft forces in St. 
Louls. Out in the State, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hadley and United States Senator 
Warner are championing the cause of 
the Secretary of War. 

Instructed Delegates Opposed, 

Oppesed to Taft and instructed dele- 
gates are Thomas K. Niedringhaus, for- 
mer chairman of the State Committee; 
Joseph McCoy, former secretary of the 
State Committee, and still its directing 
genius, and the remnants of the old 
Kerens machine. The opponents of Taft 
have obtained control of the Congres- 
sional committees in the Tenth, Elev- 
enth, and Twelfth districts, and are us- 
ing all of their power to prevent in- 
structed delegates. With the control of 
the committees in their hands the op- 
ponents of Taft have a decided advan- 
tage in these three districts. 

The Board of Election Commissioners 
has decided that direct primaries cannot 
be held to elect delegates to these con- 
ventions. Chairman Howe of the City 
Committee opposed the direct primaries 
on the ground that the committees would 
select the judges and clerks of election. 
He now wants a delegate primary, at 
which all rival delegations will be eqnal- 
y represented in the matter of Pe i 
anu clerks. 

As the Beard of Election Commission- 
ers decided against direct primaries it is 
not considered probable that it will rec- 
ognize calls for delegate primaries. This 
will leave the selection of the delegates 
entirely in the hands of the Congression- 
al committees, which can call either 
mock primaries or mats meetings. A*« 
these committees as now constituted are 
against Taft, the Seeretary of War will 
be at a disadvantage in the district con- 
tests. The three districts will elect six 
delegates, and six aiternates.

To the fact thathmembers of the Mer- 
chants’ Wxchange were so hard up dur- 
ing the late financial stringency that 
they bought less in his saloon and res- 
taurant opposite that mart of trade, 
Millard Fillmore Helery, better known 
as “Phil Helery, attributes the closing 
of his place pending a settlement with 
his creditors. 

Slipping on a bar of wet soap at the 
top of the steps in the rear of his res- 
taurant and falling to the bottom, break- 
ing his kneecap, Mr. Helery gives as 
another potent cause for his financial 
as it caused him to be 
away from active business for six 
months. 

Hielery’s place was unique in this city. 
For 22 years it has becn the same old 
place, with scarcely a change, a type 
of the old Southern bar and gnuting 
house, where everything was the best 
of its kind. 

At his tables, minf&% cloth and solid 
silver, some of the greatest financiers 
of the country have eaten the special- 
ties which have mace the place famous. 
The ham jambolia, cornbread and one 
or two other dishes were favorites of 
the old-timers, who had not forgotten 
the steamboat days. 

Made Nothing on Food. 

During the times of high prices for 
all kinds of food Helery never advanced 
his prices, which were so @ow for the 
quality that every stranger who was 
taken there marveled how he could do 
it. All meats were 10 cents, and Helery 
bogsted that no caterer in St. Louis 
paid more for them man he. As a re- 
sult he has never made a cent on his 
restaurant, relying for his profits on 
his bar, although his tables were crowd- 
el every day by members of the Ex- 
change. 

lor 21 years Helery has been a mem- 
ber of the Merchants’ Exchange him- 
Self, and it is recorded that several 
years ago he was trimmed for $109,000 
But it has been 
‘Bome time since he has been in the 
ame. 

Helery comes of an old New Orleans 
family. Before the war Rs father con- 
trolled the bars on the floating palaces 
that ran the river between New Orleans 
and St. Louis. 

After the war the elderly MHelery 
opened in St. Louis the old Sazarac sa- 
loon and cafe in WVlive street, between 
Broadway and Sixth street. 

“Phil” Helery went into the saloon 
catering business opposite the 
Merchants’ Exchange 27 years ago, and 
has been in it continuously ever since. 
During that time he was for two terms 
grand president of the Liquor Dealers 
Association of Missouri 
and was on the Board of Con- 
trol of the National Liquor Dealers’ As- 
sociation. 

Formerly he also owned a saloon and 
cafe on Euclid avenue, near Maryiand 
avenue, but sold it in 1902. 

Famous for Financiers. 

John W. Gates, Charlie Hutchinson of 
Chicago, Mayor Carter Harrison, Frank 
Vanderlip, now vice-president of the 
National City Bank of New York, and 
amd specu- 
lator’ from the outside world were 
taken to Helery’s to lunch by Bxchange 
members, and there was rdly a sport- 
ing celebrity who did not dine there oc- 
casionally. 

Since the financial stringency Helery 
says he has been losing $75 a day and 
had to stop to get breath. He says the 
fellows on the Exchange would come in 
and buy a drink and expect him to cash 
their John Smiths with real money 
When the banks wouldn't do it, and this 
and the copious credit he had dispensed 
made it hard to satisfy creditors, who 
also wanted real money. a 

He will resume business at the old 
Stand, he says, having been offered suf. 
ficient backing, the only reason for re. 
turning to it being his desire to pay 
his creditors in fuu. 

Helery’ has always been™nown for 
his ifberality and open-handed generost. 
ty which, his friends say. had mych to

Scheibley Became Expert 
Marksman by Killing Rats 
*When a Boy. 





Probationary Patrolman Louis Scheib- 
ley of the Deer Street Station, who shot 
and mortally wounded Del McAtee, a 


highwayman, Thursday night, when he 


was escaping after attempting to rob F. 


H. Brokaw on West Belle place near 
Newstead avenue, has been a_ proba- 
tionary officer seven months and this 
was the second robber he has felled with 
his trusty Colt’s. 

The first was 20 days after his ap- 
pointment when he shot off half of one 
of John Ross’ ear. Ross, a negro, was 
robbing a house at 4305 Morgan street. 
The strangest thing about it all is that 
Scheibley aimed at the negro’s ear, not 
at his leg. Scheibley’s favorite is the 
Colt’s .45, the ‘proper gun” for. the 
frontiersman. His fellow policemen ca!] 
him ‘Arizona’ Schelbley. 

Learned to Shoot in Youth. 

“I learned to shoot when I was a kid 

right here in St. Louis,” Scheibley said. 
“[ was learning the butcher's trade in 
South St. Louis. The rear of the place 
was infested with rats and I combined 
usefulness and sport by volunteering to 
kill them off. I got a revolver and dur- 
ing my spare moments laid for the rats. 
That’s where I learned to be quick with 
a gun. I’m no good at all at a target, 
where the marksman has to hold out 
his revolver and take a time aim and 
then pull the trigger. That’s not the 
way the best Western shots make their 
hits anyway. 
“Take the records of 
gunfighters in the West. If they had 
stopped to take aim in a pistol fight 
they would be dropped ;:before they -got 
their guns up. The wey to hit is to 
know instinctively when the gun is right 
in line—then blaze away. 

“The professional gunfighters of the 
West who eigher killed or got killed 
whenever they ‘drew,’ fired corming up or 
dropping their gun as it came out of the 
holster, and didn’t wait for any ‘one 
two, three’ busigess, and they could put 
four bullets fh a man’s heart at a rea- 
sonable distance while the victim was 
getting his gun into line, and then put 
two more balls into him before his body.

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ALEY SHOWS TENPIN NOY tie HOW TO BOWL 





George Qualey of De Soto Stars Gives a Few 
Pointers to Post-Dispatch Readers Who 
Are Learning the Alley Game. 





In track athletics, swimming, golf, 
boxing and numerous other sports, the 
first thing a professional instructor in- 
sists on the pupil learning is ‘‘form.” 
The word “form” is merely the sports- 
man's synonym for grace. It does not 
sound strenuous enough to say that 
a fighter handles his hands gracefully, 
so the word “‘form’’ was coined. 

Although there are few professional 
instructors of the game of tenpins in 
St. Louis, yet the first thing a profes- 
sional teupin man will insist upon teach 
ing a beginner is ‘“form.’’ By profes- 
sional tenpin men is meant bowling men 
who manage or own alleys and conse- 
quently derive their livelihood from the 
game. George McGowan at the Palace 
Alleys is the only tenpin instructor Ip 
St. Louis, and he makes a specialty of 
teaching the ‘“‘form"” of bowling to the 
fair sex. 

Qualey Has the Style. 

George Qualey of the De Soto Stars is 
admitted to have as good if not better 
“form” than any bowler in St. Louis, 
He has been bowling since a youngster 
and has managed alleys all over the 
country and rolled against the best bow'- 
ers in the world. It is seldom that he 
puts on a pair bowling shoes. When he 
cannot crack out a 19)-average in street 
shoes he is not trying. 

Qualey's style is easy and free and 
although a comparitively light man, 
he sends the 16-pound ball down the 


alley so swiftly that his bowling is 
bound to attract attention. Qualey 
declares there are any number of 
first-class bowlers in St. Louis who 
have bad faults tn their style of bowl- 
Ing. If these were corrected they 
would be able to pick up 30 pins or 
more in a three-game match in @ 
short time, 

Quatey's hints to a beginner at ten- 
pins are as follows: 

“Use a medium weight ball, say 
about 14 pounds or less, to start with. 
Be sure it is rubber. A rubber ball 
will roll more accurately and if you 
intend to continue at the game or 
learn it properly you will have- to 
roll a 16-pound rubber ball to get 
good scores, 

Position Is Everything. 

“The next thing is to get the proper 

a wil be Hold the hand so the thumb 
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is all right, but it has never yet been 
success!fully controlled. A slight hook 
ball will get the pins better than a 
straight ball, but the beginner should 
roll a straight ball. To rolla straight f 
ball spread your hand on the ball. 
skew ball will result from a close 
Srip on the ball. Nineteen out of 
twenty bowlers or even a greater per- 
centage twist their wrist when they 
want to throw a skew. It is not nec- 
essary. 
“Next, get a line on the head pin. 
generally figure on starting your ball 
about four inches from the right hand 
side of the alley. Figure off your 
steps and take your eyes off the pins. 
Watch the place where you are going 
to place your bell on the alley. Hold 
vour thumb in front above all. Then 
let go. If you obey instructions a 
Strike will result. At any rate if you 
are lu cky you wil] get a bunch of 
pias even if you do get a split now 
and then 


Medium Speed Preferable. 

“A medium speed ball gets the most 
pins. A ball that travels too swiftly 
cracks right through the bunch and 
leaves a pin standing on many oc- 
casions. <A very slow ball does not 


carry tne pins through, but carroms 
off. A beginner should not pay any 
attention to speed. Form and accuracy 
is what he wants. The speed will 
come natural. 

“As for the instruction to get a 
line on the head pin and then pay 
all attention to the spot on which the 
bowler intends to place his ball, may 
cause some locel men to disagree with 
me. Bome good bowlers shoot for the 
pins, They are at fault. The best 
bowlers never look at the pins, merely 
watching the alley. Charley Stokes 
has one place on the alley on which 
he placed the ball. When he goes up 
to bowl if you should happen to ask 
if the pins were up or not he would 
have to look up to see. [ have known 
first-class bowlers to shoot down the 
alley before the pin boys ceuld get 
out of ‘he way and injure them simp- 
ly because they were shooting the al- 
ley instead of the pins. The best 
bowlers never shoot pins. Watch their 
eyes when they are preparing to de- 
liver a ball and you will see. 

“There its a lot about bowling to 
learn every day. be ge and spares 
call for knowledge the game. Prac- 
tice makes perfect and the man who 
practices the most, providing he has 
the ferm, is bound te make a top 
notch bowler.

Fugitive Witness in Cousin’s 


Murder Trial Found in 
St. Louis. 





WILL TAKE THE STAND 





Torn Between Desire to Punish 
Brother’s Slayer and Pro- 
tect Former Fiance. 





IKkate Genetti, fugitive witness in the 
murder trial of her cousin and former 
fiance, Joseph Genetti, for the murder of 
her brother, August Genetti, is being 
held in secret custody by State’s At- 
torney Tecklenburg at ebe home of his 
mother in Belleville. She‘ was found at 
the home of Mrs. Josephine Wolf, 1315A 
Ann avenue, St. Louis, and admit- 
ted she had fled from the State of Iill- 
nois, at the request of her aunt, Mrs. 
Angelina Seppi of Collinsville, to avoid 
testifying against Joseph. 

The girl is overwrought and ill from 
the conflict between her own desire to 
ald in punishing the confessed slayer of 
her brother and the importunities of 
relatives that she refuse to take the 
stand against her cousin. She probably 
will testify when the trial reopens 
Munday at Belleville. 

On the first day of the trial—Wednes- 
day—Mrs. Seppi reported to the Court 
that Kate was ill in bed-at ney. Mr. 
Tecklenburg issued an attactiiment to 
assure her appearance as a_ witness, 
but when deputy sheriffs searched the 
house Thursday after prying open a 
transom with a pick, she could not be 
found. 

She was visited Wednesday night by 
Ferdinand Sgppi, a brother-in-law of 
Mrs. Angelina Seppi, and is thought to 
have accompanied him to East St. 
Louls. She remained at his home Thurs- 
day and Thursday night, and came to 
St. Louis early Friday morning. 

“Kate knocked at my door at 7 a. m. 

“dav,” said Mrs. Wolf to a Post-Dis- 
pa. .. reporter, “and nearly collapsed 
from illness and fatigue when I let her 
in. She was weeping. Her condition 
Was so plitiable that I insisted she 
should go te bed. But this did her 
litile good, for she continued to weep 
and moan and toss about. 

“*T have done Wrong to run away,’ 
she would cry. ‘I. want to do right, 
and tell the truth at the trial, but my 
aunt, Mrs. Seppi, will not let me. She 
made me come to East St. Louis and 
to St. Louis to keep from testifying 
against - Joe.’ 

“The girl kept asking me to advise 
her whether she should not go back to 
Belleville, but I would not give her 
any advice.” 

Mrs. Wolf met Miss Genetti in Col- 
linsville and has reeccived several visits 
from her. 

Priday afternoon Deputy Sheriffs May 
and Mehring of East St. Louis received 
a telephone message from some un- 
known person that Kate Genetti was 
at the Ann avenue address. They en- 
tered the house and when thev inquired 
for her in the name of Mrs. Ferdinand 
Seppi she rose from bed, They repre- 
sented that they were messengers from 
Mrs. Seppi, who wanted Kate to come 
over at once, they said. She willingly 
accompanied them. 

When they reached the Illinois side 
they served the attachment papers and 
took her to Belleville, where they de- 
livered her to Sheriff Cashel. She seemed 
relieved to have the responsibility of de- 
ciding: about testifying taken from her 
shoulders. 

Her distress is increased by the fact 
that it was eight years Saturday since 
her brother Frank, her only brother ex- 
‘ecept August, was shot and killed in 
Collinsville. 

Describes His “Vision.” 

The. murder of August Genetti and 
Louis Cologna was part of a plot to 
obtain the money of Kate Genetti to 
finance a “green gooda’’ scheme, Joseph 
Gienett! testified in the Cireult Court 
at Belleville in the course of his five-

in all its details in the brain of Joe 
 Zadra,

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HE first color photographs made in St. 
Louis were shown a few days ago at the 
annual. exhibition of the Missouri Cam- 

era Ciub, 3546 Washington avenue, and excited 
intense interest. They were made by L. F. Ham- 
mer, a photographer of 1534 South Broadway. He 
experimented with the plates for two: months 
before he was successful, but he finally made 
photographs that faithfully reproduced with the y 
most exquisite subtlety all the gradations of 
color in nature. 

Mr. Hammer is not the inventor of the pro- 
cess. He uses the newly perfected autochromat- 
i: plate invented by Antoine Lumiere of Paris, 
France. After the photographer has taken the 
picture upon this plate he has the most difficult 
part of the work to perform. He must use a 
process requiring 17 different chemicals to de- 
velop faithfully all the colors that are dormant 
ir the plate. 

Even then the picture is not upon paper. It: 
is upon glass and must be held up to the light 
to be seen. 

Among the color photographs taken by Mr. 
Hammer is one of a flower with all the colors as 
brilliant as in the original. 

The new color photography is not a fad. Pho- 
tographers recognize it as the most important 
discovery made in the art since the days of 
Daguerre. But it is not likely to become very 
popular for awhile, owing to the great cost 
‘of the process. The plates alone cost $10 a 
|dozen and the many chemicals used are’ ex- 
| pensive. | 

The pictures that have been made here were 
for experimentation only.. But before long ev- ‘4 
ery progressive photographer may be taking the | 
color photographs, and then, for the first time 
indisputably authentic family portraits can be 

produced of a beauty and veracity far surpassing 
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the most delicate and masterly miniature, and 
this in the short space of half an hour, avoiding 
the tedium of repeated sittings.

Several interesting books have  beeri 
Jtinted in Paria and Berlin eontaining 
selections of the beat and most striking 
of thé comtemporary pictufés of the 
Czar. In every case these include a 
number from Atmericah néwepapers 
which stand well whe thus compared 
with their contemperegries in Burope. 

The Caar pays little or no attention to 
these cartoons, which are regarded as 
trifling and amusing rather than offen- 
sive. Their wide circulation amongst i e 
lower Classes in Russia are believed, 
however, to have diene much to carry 
forward the revolutionary propaganda. 

Even an illiterate man can understand 
a carteon when he cannot a newspaper. 
t the Crzar in 
Russia by circulating them in the rural! 
districts amongst mililens of the peas- 
ants: who can neither read nor write, 
but whose intelligence instantly grasps 
a political situation présented to them 
in pletorial form. * 

Many of the Reds in Russia give vent 
to their indignation in thie manner. 
Every revolutionary body in the coun- 
try contains some long-haired artist who 
professes to represent the peope who 
after drinking a few, pinis of vodka can 
produce pictures flustrating situations 
of the most thrilling Character. This has 
grown to such an extent that it is now 
claimed that the cartoonists have used 
up all-their available material and that 
their efforts now fall flat. They worked 
overtime, {ft is claimed, on the French 
Revolution, threw away all their skulls 
in the first year of agitation, and that 
snakes and skeletons no longer cotnt 
with the public, which demands some- 
thing new. 

Of course, these cartoonists long ago 
depicted the Emperor as a miserabie 
physica: wretch, & poor specimen of 
manhood, knock-kneed, hollow chested 
and almost idiotic. But that no longer 
eounts With the people. It is claimed 
now that there are not three great car- 
toonists in Russia notwithstanding the 
superb opportunity they have to make 
reputations at the present time, and that

Charles Tessmer, husband of Mrs. 
Louise Tessmeér, who testified about the 
lace collar, asserts under oath that he 
often heard Irene speak of her little 
Vera and heard her say that a familv 
in the East had adopted the enhiid.

achievements of the experts employed in 
tracing the possessor of an “undeliv- 
ered” letter are little short of marvel- 
ous. 

Thieving necessitates the utmost vigt- 
lance on the part of the officers of the 
inquiry department: whilst they In turn 
have to exercise the greatest care in 
the way they go to work in tracing out 
a crime. As one of these detectives put 
it, the majority of men In the Postoffice 
service are honest because they are hon- 
est, while others are only honest  be- 
cause they know the detectives are 
close at hand to traek them down if 
they try any sleighit-of-hand tricks, for 
the officials neVer allow the smallest 
case of robbery to escape punishment. 

The manner in which the detectives 
work ts, though arduous, very interest- 
ing. A case {s usually commenced by a 
complaint from the sender ef an un- 
del'vered letter, or from the person who 
sheuld have received it. The first thing 
the detective has to do is to make sure 
that the letter was duly dispatehed and 
}that it failed to reach its destination, 
and from this they trace it al] along 
the course it should have gone, which 
eventually brings them to someone who 
might have stolen the letter. 

Just at this stage the utmost care has 
to be exercised. The individual—or there 
may be sevéral—who might have handled 
it is for the time beine enspected and 
paced under clove ovvervation. The de- 
tectives set to work and make up test 
letters and packets, containing jewelry, 
money orders, checks and stamps, and 
these are forwarded to destinations 
which necessitate the test letterx pass-

Very often, however, it happens that 
the test letters fail to be delivered. In 
this case they are traced as far as pos- 
sible, and, owing tothe nature of the 
contents, the thief is generally found 
out with little difficulty. Posta) orders 
are very useful] in this particular class 
of work, while stamps used for this pur- 
pose uSually bear a secret mark. and 
articles of jewelry can generally be 
easily traced up to the point where the 
atolen letter disappeared. 

Pueryone is aware of the vast amount 
of work performed by the Postof ice 
employes, so that it has been frequen*- 
ly asked how a busy sorter or post- 
man can find time to open letters en- 
trusted to him; but then it must be re- 
membered that letters are  «eldom 
opened until they have been stolen aud 
taken away. An experienced sorter 
can generally tell by the feel of a fair- 
ty thin letter whether {ft contains «4 
bank-note, postal order. or stampa. 
There are, of course, times whe: i« 
is much too busy to attempt te find out 
what his letters anc packets contain. 
but there are other times when he has 
plenty of opportunity.

Colorado women have just demon- 
strated that women ‘uries are a suc- 
cess. They have demonstrated that at 
least to the satisfaction of the men of 


Colorado, whether the women are 80

women are entitled to the same 

privileges as their brothers. They 
muy not only vote, but they may serve 
en juries as well. 

Although the law has been in force 
for many years, it was not until a week 
or so ago that the iaw was given its first 
vest. For the first time In any country 
ia the world, a jury composed entirely 
ot women decided a law case. 

This was a case involving the payment 
fora tailor-made suit. A man, a French 
taflor, direct from Paris and New York, 
was the plaintiff. A Denver society 
woman was the defendant. The pay- 
ment for a brown tailor-made suit was 
a’ issue. 

Now, everyone knows that a juror 
who can decide the merits of a tailor- 
made suit—the proper fit of the gar- 
raent and al) the fine technical points of 
a woman’s garments, is qualified to pass 


x HE Colorado statutes provide that 


upon most any of the questions at issue 
in this little every-day world of ours. 
While a murder case may deal with 
raore important and complicated ques- 
tions, none of them is of such a deli- 
cate nature or requiring such grave con- 
sideration as that of the fit of a skirt 
over a woman's hips. 
Women on the Case. 

The Colorado law, by the way, gives 
women the right to sit upon criminal 
cases as well as upon civil cases. Now 

at the ball has been started rolling, if 
is more than Ifkely that every defendant 
on trial for crimes calling into question 
the unwritten law, may demand a jury 
venire composed of women, as they 
have a right to do under the statutes. 

But even then a verdict of acquitt.l 
is not altogether certain, for a jury 
composed of women will not always ac- 
quit a woman nor’ can it be depended 
upon to favor members of their own 
tex in cascs which may be presented to 
them. This much was shown in the 
case of the tailor-made suit which was 
tried before a jury of women a few 
days ago, ard a verdict returned--not 
for the fair women defendart, who 
wouldn't pay for the sitit because it 
didn’t fit—but in favor of the Paris 
man talior, who insisted that the fit 
was perfect, and that he wasn’t respon- 
sible if the lady’s hips weren’t mates. 

And so now the Colorado lawyers, the 
ice having been broken, are looking 
around for the cases they have on the 
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docket in which they may rely up%n 
the finer sensibilities of a woman to get 
justice for their chients. Divorce cases, 
yvnich are triable by juries in Colora.uo 
covrts, may next come up for accision 
by women juries, and questions of honor 
which lead to crimes may then be next 
in line for the new-fangled custom. 


Realize Their Rights. 

The calling of the tailor-made jury 
has just brought the women of. Colo- 
rado to a realization of their rights as 
voters under the laws of the State, 
and they intend now to push forward 
the movement for woman suffrace an?@ 
women juries all over the United S‘ates, 
so that the members of the misnamed 
weaker sex may get their rights at last. 
The trial consequently is expected to 
have far-reaching effect—and if the 
women of Colorado have their way, the 
next Nan Patterson case wll be pre- 
sented before a jury of her peers, while 
Mrs. Gradley’s will also be forced to 
rely upon the common sense of mem- 
bers of their own sex, instead of at- 
terpti.g to play upor the emotions of 
their more susceptible brothers. 

In fact, women juries are expected to 
work a revo‘ution in the criminal juris- 
pruderce of Colorado. Some of the mur- 
der cases now on the’ docket may be 
brought to trial before a jury com- 
peted entirely, or at least in part, of 
members of the gentler sex. 

Judze Thomas Carlan sat in this 
case in which the first jury of women 
was called to decide. The plaintiff 
was Victor Porel, a lady’s tailor late 
of Paris and later of New York. The 
defendant was Mrs. James W. Wall- 
work, a well known society woman, 
and her husband was included as a 
co-defendant. Monsieur Pore] sued for 
$60, the price of a tailor-made suit, 


which he had built for the fair de- 
fendags, and which she had refused to 
acceé ecause she claimed it did not 
fit her. 

The six jurors were secured without 
difficulty around the Courthouse, 
clerks from the various county offices 
being requisitioned with one or two 
stray women who had business in the 
Courthouse. Mrs. Wallwork’s lawyer 
demanded a jury of women under the 
laws of ‘the State, because he believed 


that they would take his client’s view 
because he. 


of the caxe and also 
thought they would know at once, 
that the skirt didn’t fit. 


Wants a Man Jury. 

But he has found out his mistake 
now and appealed to the higher court 
for a reversal of judgment. And if 
he is granted a new trial. he wil] not 
ask for a woman jury.

The jury was composed of Miss

The testimony as to the tailor-made 
suit was brief, but sensational. Mon jeur 
Porel was the first witness and the only 
witness In his own behalf. He said he 
had contracted to mae a suit for the 
fair defendant, for which he was to get 
$60. The defendant, her husband and 
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her sister, had come together to order 
the suit and had joined in selecting the 
goods.

Instinct of Animals. 


Dr. Woodruff points out that it is a 
Natural instinct of animals to avo.d the 
intense sunlight, and that the vast ma- 
jority of land animals live in absolute 
daraness, in the soil, in cracks and cre, 
ices of rocks, 'n trees and caves, in 
burrows and under boulders. Some ani- 
mals spend the day, while the sun is 
shining, hiding in the dark, and come 
out at night.

_ Fear of Seizure.

Since the war began between Texas 
and the company the oil ships have 
not dared to go into any port of Tex- 
as for two reasons. One was that 
the company had been enjoined from 
doing business in the State. The oth- 
er was the fear of being seized for 
contempt of court and of being levied 
upon under the judgment. 


Keep on Safe Side. 


The ships have been carrying the c!l 
as they formerly did, but they have 
been anchoring outside the three-mile 
limit and the oil has been taken out to 
them in lighters. The jurisdiction of 
the State extends only out to three 
miles from shore. If the ships could be 
tempted to come within that limit they 
might be seized. As long as they stayec 
outside they ceuid not be toucned. 

And so for months the Sheriff and his 
deputies, who were charged with the 
duty of levying upon the ships if the 
chance offered, have been watching the 
fleet with covetous eves as it lay to in 
the offing. To see those ships riding 
neacefully at anchor beneath his very 
nose, as it were, and to see the ships 
arrive, load and sail away, one after 
another, while he had within his inside 
pecket writs for their capture. was al- 
most too much for human flesh and 
hiood to stand, especially the flesh and 
blood of a Texas Sheriff. 

The Sheriff had measured off the 
three-mile line and had secret marks 
whereby he would know the moment one 
of the ships would come within ,the 
proscribed line. And he had launches 
ready at a moment's notice to scud out 
and. potrnce upon the enemy. 

But the wise old admiral of the trust 
fleet never Vertured within the line. At 
imat the Sheriff decided to try and catch 
him by strategy. He had the signal sta- 
tion at the port wigwag the news to 
the fleet that the State courts had modi- 
fied ita decree and that the ships might 
new come in and load at the docks as 
they did before. 

The ships, believing the news to be 
true, started to eall Into port. There is 
a dispute as to whether they actually 
got within the three-mile limit. but any- 
way a deputy sheriff boarded one of 
them.

Just at that time the leet was warned 
by a friendly captain of a iug and they 
turned quickly and steamed out to séa, 
taking the deputy sheriff with them. 

Hereafter all Standard Oil ships will 
remain five miles from shore until the 
courts make an order thatethey may 
come into the jurisdiction of the State. 


The fight between the Standard and 
Texas has been-long and bitter. It be- 
gan in 1896, when the authorities began 
proceedings to oust the trust from the 
State and to fine it for violation of the 
anti-trust ° -. The Waters-Pierce Oil 
Co., which was the Standard Oil Co.'s 
Southwestern branch, was charged with 
all the commercial high crimes and mis- 
demeanors in the calendar—with abus- 
ing its franchise privileges. monopoliz- 
ing the oil trade, and promulgating @ 
system of threats and intimidations— 
even bribery—to prevent competitors 
froin engaging in the sale of oil. 

In this fight the Standard ownership 
of the Waters-tierce was fir: t discov- 
ered. 

Revokes the License. 

In May, 1900. Texas revoked the 
license of the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. to 
do business in that State. Soon there- 
after the company was dissolved and 
was immediately reincorporated under 
the same name with H. Clay Pierce in- 
stead of W. H. Waters ag president. 
This move was to efface the visible 
ownership of the Standard from the 
records and make Pierce appear as the 
Owner of almost all its stock. Two days 
after its reincorporation, H. Clay 
Pierce, accompanied by Senator Jo- 
seph W. Bailey, went to Austin, Tex.. 
and there, upon making affidavit that 
his company was not directly or indi- 
rectly connected with any monopoly, 
got a new franchise to do business in 
Texas. 


With the. Texas trouble settled, the 
history of the co...pany was uneventful 
until Attorney-General Hadley of Mis- 
sourt brought sult against it to revoke its 
charter for an alleged combination in 
violation ef the anti-trust laws. Then 
it came out that the Waters-Pierce 
company was owned dv the Standard, 
and that its reorganization in 1900 was 
only a subterfuge to get back into 
Texas, 

These facts were iaid before a grand 
jory in Texas end Pierce was indicted 
for making a false affidavit there in 
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within the last decade.

1900. Then began the drama of a Texas 
sheriff chasing Pierce, and of Pierce 
dodging him. Pierce has so far suc- 
ceeded in escaping trial in Texas. 

The Texas authorities have been un- 
able to bring him to trial. The question 
of the right to take him to Texas is now 
in the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 

When it came out that the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co. was in reality Standard 
Oil under another name the Attorney- 
General of Texas began proceedings 
there to oust the company’ again from 
the State. 

Verdict Avainst Company. 

June 2, 1907, the jury in. the ouster pro- 
ceedings rendered a verdict against the 
company for $1,623,900 in penalties and 
revoked the permit of the company to do 
business in Texas, and enjoined it from 
doing business in the State. Since then 
an appeal from this judgment has been 
taken to the Supreme Court of the 
Uniied States and is pending there. Two 
receivers were also appointed for the 
Waters-Pierce properties in Texas, one 


by the State court and one by the Fed-. 


eral court. The question of the legality 
of their appointment is also in the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court. Meanwhile 
the business of the company goes on in 
Texas under the management of the re- 
ceiver of the Federal Court. 

The connection of Senator Bailey with 
the Waters-Pierce company in Texas 
created a great seandal in the nation. 
It was shown that while he was in thé 
United States Senate he received monéy 
from the oll company. He said it was 
for a retainer fee for his services as 
attorney. Texas re-elected him to the 
Senate in the midst of the exposure. 

In the American Moaeazgine Ida Tarbél! 
tells of the fight of the Standard in the 
Southwest. She calis it “The Kansas 
O11 War."" She says: 

‘When that war broke out, the coun- 
try had the baffling and alarming spe -- 
tacle of a great néewly-discovered depos 


of mmineral wealth corralled in a night 
by one concern—that headed by Mr. 
John D. Rockefeller. It was as if one 
man and his colleagues had been able 
to take complete possession of the out- 
put of the new gold fields of Nevada ai 
the moment the goldseekers had proved 
their worth. As if one man and his 
coileagues had taken for themselvés 
the entire output of any newly-discoy- 
ered deposit of natural wealth like cor 
per, coal, silver. 

“It wag the more alarming when one 
remembered that the man who held the 
new ofl field in his grip had exer-ised 
for 30 years the same control Over the 
Eastern oil fields that he now had over 
the Southwestern fie'ds: the more baf- 
fing when one remembered that while tne 
contrel of the Eastern field had cost 
him years of the hardest and crueles: 
work, he had taken possession of Kan- 
sas without an apparent effort! 

“What superior power did he have 
that no man in the Southwest could sé}) 
a barrel of of) to anvbody but to the 
Standard O11Co. It was simple enough. 
The Standard Oil Co. owned and con- 
trolled the only practicable means of 
getting crude oil out of Kansas 
at @ reasonable cost. It was the 
sole gatherer, storer and transport- 
er, and it used this exclusive 
control of the pipe line system which 
did this work, to make itself the sole 
purchaser. 


Trunk Pipeline. 
. “The pipeline system which gathers 
and carries away the Kansas olf] fs but 
a section of a system 40,000 miles long— 
a system whose majn artery is a trunk 
line running from the Indian Territory, 
northeast through Kansas to Northern 
Indiana, and from Northern Indiana 
eastward. unti] its branches reach the 
sea at New York harbor, at Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore. Ii is fed ay it runs 
by great streams of oil gathered in 
West Virginia, Kentucky, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Tilinois, Indiana and poured in 
ns the streams from a thousand hills 
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flow together and finally join to make 
a great and powerful river. The oli 
which is collected from the Kansas 
prairies can be driven straight through 
to the Atlantic seaboard if the Stdnd- 
ard Oil Co. so willis it. 


Feeds the Refineriés. 

“This huge river of oi] feeds as it runs 
all the great oil refineries of the Stand- 
ard Oi: Co.—its plants at Kansas City, 
at Whiting. Ind.; at Lima and Cleve- 
land, O.; at Buffalo and Olean, Pitts- 
burg and Philadelphis, on New York 
Baltimore.

The choir of this royal] chapel is ene

She 
complained because 48 a result of this 
monopolizing it was able to say what 
rrice should be paid for oil, 1. «., was 
able to make the price. Freedom of the 
road, freedom of the market, time-hon- 
ered rights of men in trade. were too 
preat a price, Kansas contended, to 
pay for any earthly service, however

Putting Up the Rates. 


“Kansas had some specific fiiustra- 
tions to offer as to the merit of her con- 
tention. In the early days of her buei- 
ness & small independent refinery had 
started at Humboldt, the center of an 
of] field.

“Kansas not only complained that the 
Standard used its pipeline system t 
prevent rival refineries getting of! di 
from producers, she complained ¢t 
the pipeline system was in league wi 
the rallroads to perpetuate the former's 
moncpoly. She cited cases how, just 
after the pipelines were finished, the 
Western reads suddenly changed their 
rates on oil, putting them up so high 
that it was practi¢tally impess'bie to 
ship at all. It was as if they wished 
to drive of] traffic from their lines. As 
a matter of fact, they did ruin the few 
small independent shippers who had 
been doing a bus'ness over their lines 
into Kansas City, Omaha and else- 
where.” ) 

The secret of the Standard's 
strength being in its ownership of 
the pipelines, the State of Kansex de- 
cided to have independent pip*l' ss. 
and thus secure competition. Miss 
Tarbell says: 


Fight for Competition. 


“Tt was obvious that if Kenses could 
get her cheap oll to the Eastern in- 
dependents who were running om & 
short allowance of dear Pennsylvania 
oll, there would be competition and & 
better price for them.

Assail the Careless | 
Workman—“ Wrist-Drop” and 


“Blue Gums” in Early Stages — 


Brass Workers With Green Hair 
— Deadly Fumes of Chemicals 





N St. Louis today are indus- 
trial plants where men wear 
masks to lock out death. 

But the horror which menaces 
them is so subtle that many of 
the workers perform their tasks 
under a constant fear. They 
know that the enemy, hovering 
in the air, is watching its chance. 


A deadly dust or fume may 
creep in at the lips, steal in at 
the pores, sneak in under the fin- 
ger nails, ride in through the 
nostrils. It is most active when 
its prey is least watehful. 


The poison may form hideous 
rims of blue on the gums of its 
victims. Sometimes it paralyzes 
their hands. Frequently it takes 
violent hold of their bodies and 
eonvulses them in the throes of a 
thrilling pain. It has been known 
to cause insanity. Workers say 
it has caused the death of men in 
St. Louis. 


— ——— 


N the development of natural re- 
| souress, Such as coal, lead. stone, 
phosphorous, arsenic—there are ofi- 
en great dangers to re men who do 
ihe work. White lead is one of the 
“prosaic articies’’ of commerce, and in 
the production of ft, just as in. the pro- 
duction of coal, there is much of the 
picturesque. 

If you will notice a iaborer in a street 
ear, or at church, or in the street, you 
may see a band of blue along his gums 
—he is a lead worker. You can tell his 
oecupation by his gums, just as you 
can pick out a brass worker by the 
greenish tint of his perspiration or his 
green hair, which gives his head the 
aspect of a “grotesque vegetable.” 

A. few months ago thousands of St. 
Lovisans and Southwesterners saw aero- 
nauts rising into the air and “into jaun- 
dice’ perhaps. without Knowing what 
danger there is to the air sailors from 
aniffnge gas. But there is a glory in 
the bailvonist’s danger. ‘There is no 
heroiam in the work done by a lead 


werker. His occupation is as prosaic 
as the output of his labor. 

If you could go into some white lead 
worker’s horne in any part of the world, 
perhaps in St. Louis, you might find 
him at the supper table, using his wrists 
instead of his fingers as he lift= a cup 
of coffee to his lips: you might see 
him, unable to use his hands well, put 
his head dewn to his plate and eat as 
an anima: eats froin a trough. 

You might see his knife and fork and 
spoon, unused, Iving beside his plate 
and cup on the table. 

“This man.’ writes one «authority, 
“cannot make use of his fingers. He 
grasps his cup with the insides of his 
wrists. or, sametimes, ever with w 
elbows: he buries his nose in his food. 
All his bones, nerves and muscles be- 
low his wrists might as well be on the 
other side of the world. He has wrist- 
drop.”’ 

Thousands Exposed. 

In Paris alone, it is stated, there 
are thousands exposed to the dust or 
lead, and many of them are doomed to 
wrist-drop. They may also become ‘as 
crazy as a painter,”’. who sometimes 
suffers from “painter's colic.’"” In. Si. 
Louis there are several hundred men, 
and in Missouri there are thousands, ex- 
posed to the dusts of jead. 

Manufacturers of white lead in St. 
Touis Install dust collectors and suc- 
tion machines, to prevent as much dan- 
ger as possible. But the workers say 
ii is impossible to evade the dust all 
the time, even though the manufactur- 
ers also require them to wear respira- 
tors or “muzzles,”’ covering the nose 
and meuth, and give the employes morn- 
ing and afternson reeesses for extra 
meals. Any kind of lead is a poison 
from the minute it is taken from the 
mines ‘until it is spread on a house or 
put on the artist’s canvas. 

Many lead workers escape the effecis 
of lead dust, but many succumb. No 
man, the workers say, can ever be sure 
that he is imm~>ne. 

A group of white lead orkers were 
met on their exit from a St. Louis fac- 
tory, several nights ago. by a reporter 
for the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine, 
and when asked about the respirators, 
one of them arswered: 

“Resp rators? O, you mean the muz- 
zles' Yes, we wear them, but they are 
mighty uncomfortable. There is a sign 
in the factory which says we have to 
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“Well, 1 baven’t heard of many,’’ an- 
fwered a worker. “I believe a man 
named and a fellow named 
dd get sor thing like that. Anyhow, 
‘hey died, and I have always understood 
that lead poison in their bodies was 
what really caused their death. 


“There is one old man working in 
white lead in St. Louis wie 's all drawr 
up and out of shape. Nothing coulc 
have put him in that condiiton except a 
long series of c-amps.”’ 

“But,” said the first worker, ‘‘some 
of the men have been in the business 
for years and years and don’t seem 
to be any worse off than they ever 
were. They are immune. There are 
Some careless men, who don’t wash up 
properly, and who neglect to keep their 
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New Industrial Diseases.

“Why,” he declared, ‘white lead 
workers are just like miners and fire- 
men and other men who work around 
danger—they are often careless and 
don’t take advantage of the protection 
We give out respirators and tell the 
men they ought te wear them, but some 
of the men don't like to weer then. 

‘“‘Besides, nowadays science is trying 
Wher- 
ever we Can, we put in apparatus to 
collect the dust and reduce the amount 
which a man may preathe to the mint- 
mum.” 

Don’t Like the Colic. 

“IT worked here a long time,” said a 
man who entered the office just then, 
“and I didn’t get peisoned. If I was 
out of a job, I'd come right back here 
and put in my application. One old 
fellow here did go bad in his wrists. 
but I know what did that—he kept rub- 
bing turpentine on them.’ 

It was then 3 o’clock. The men were 
released for a few minutes’ recess and 
a midafternoon lunch, but only a few 
ran out for the air and the meal. 

A nearby druggist was questioned. 
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“A lot of the wiiite lead workers get 
poisoned,” he said. ‘They don’t hang 
on to the jobs very long, I understz nd, 
because they don’t like the colic. ‘They 
get scared.”’ 

Lead poison is said to creep slowly 
and silently through tae wrists, the 
gums and finally to the brain. The floor 
of an English white lead factory was 
tanbark. On the bark 
stood earthenware pots. Inside the pots 
was acetic acid. On top of the pots 
were long strivs of lead. The acid rose 
in furmes and ate the lead. In time the 
ordinary lead became white |ead—car- 
bonate of lead, the lead used in paint. 


A Grotesque Group. 


When the workingmen removed ihe 
carbonate of lead, one young man faunt- 
ed. When he revived he was biind. In 
a day or two he went insane. Lead 
poisoning, starting with colic, stopping 
for a time at wrist-drop, terminaticd 
with insanity. In the case of this young 
man, leud posoning had run its full 
course. 

If you live in a new house, you don’t 
know but that in producing the paint 
for it some man got the eolic or even 
the wrist-drop. The men who made the 
lead had to wear “mugzgzgles.’’ 

Imagine a group of the white lead 
workers talking with one another with 
their muzzles on. You would be re- 
minded of a lot of deaf and dumb men 
communicating in the sign language. 
They would have to talk with their fin- 
gers. shrugs of their shoulders,. jerks, 
nods and twists of their heads and with 
their eyes. Thee would have a hard 
time at expression because the iips 
would be hidden. They would remind 
you of grotesque comics, but there 
wouldn’t be anything funny in it for 
them.

The market for “old masters” is good 
in St. Louis. There are many persons 
of wealth in the city who are ready end 
eager to buy any dingy painting they 
come across which somebody happens |» 
remark is an “old master." 

In consequence, peddlers, junk dealers, 
commer grecerymen, neighborheed saloon 
xc@pers, ragpickers and other eminent art 
commelsseurs occasionally make a very 
\u@rative trade in this branch of the pic- 
jure business. They sell an “old mas- 
ter” that ought te be worth many thou- 
sands of dollars for a few hundred do!l- 
lara, which would be an exeeiient dea! 
for the buyér, only it always happens 

hard-headed, practical persone deny 
y of the picture in ques- 


valuable time.

‘There are a few simple rules to be fol- 

lowed in buying ‘‘old masters” from ped- 
digrs and corner groeéerymen. One of 
these rules is never to question the offer 
of a picture for $600 when you know that 
on the real art market it would be 
sapped up for 35000. Remember, the 
peddier and the green grocer are busy 
men. They haven't time to journey to 
the far-off art market for the paltry dif- 
ference of $4600. They can much better 
afford to take $500 and husband their 
Any peddler’s er grocery- 
man’s time is worth far mere than sev- 
eral old masters. 

Another excellent rule te foflow is 
never te look at a peddler’s “old mas- 
ter” tm a strong light. It is a peculiar 
thing that valuable pictures offered for 
sale by itinerant vendors often resemble 
chromos when the light is bright. 


A Ten-Strike in Art. 

In order net to get tInto an unhapry 
frame of mind and be torn with susrzi- 
you contemplate 
buying, carry {t te the coal cellar—ti:e 
Garkest part of the coal cellar—for an 
examination, Stand it about ten feet 
away in thick shadow and squint at it. 
If you de this the picture will look very 
much like an “old master” and you can 
buy it with a comfortatble feeling that 
you are making a ten-strike In fine art 
high finance. 

A third good rule is never to allew 
yourself to be dissatisfied after mak- 


‘Tog the purchase, no matter ‘what any 


art critice may be rude enough to say. 
If they call your attention to the fact 
that the drawing and perspective of 
your great acquisition are abominab!ic. 
just look wise and say thet most ef 
the old masters were very poor drafts- 
men, being colorists par exerlience. 

Tt is all the strenger proof of your 
picture’s value that it contains no color 
of any kind to speak of, save a blend 
ef russet, brown, black and dust. This 
ought to convince any but @ purbliné 
eritic that the color wae there in the 
beginning and that in the course of a 
couple ef centuries it has worn off and 
gotten inte that “old violin color” 
which adds te the worth of ‘old mas- 
tera.” 

These are the rules for buying ‘‘o! 
masters’ from peddlers, corner grocery- 
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men and funk dealers. A great man} 
reople prefer, even though the prices 
ore higher, to buy their fine pictures 
trom art dealers of repute and standing. 
This is safer, if not so economical, and 
is recommended as the Wisest thing to 
do, for it must be remembered that one 
might be bunecoed by an unscrupulous 
peddler, for though it is not pleasant to 
Say so, there have been peddlers whore 
sense of honor was rather warped in 
art matters. 

Charles Clark, a director in the Mis- 
sirsippl Valley Trust Company. living 
e* 41 Vandeventer Place, St. Louis was 
once made the victim of ‘an itinerant 
vender of old masters.” it was ten 
years ago that the spurious painting, 
an alleged Meissonier, was palined off 
on Mr. Clark. The painting was a 
direct copy of a celebrated Meissonier. 
The fraud was detected by a St. Louis 
art dealer a few days after Mr. Clark 
had bought the painting, the dealer 
having seen the origina) in Paris. 

Suit was brought against the vender, 
and the full amount asked for waa re- 
funded. The hawker of the painting 
has since not had St. Louis en his map 
Cr selling pointe. 

Comfort for Victims. 

While numerous art fakes have bean 
worked off en unsuspecting St. Loulsans, 
they can take comfort in the reflection 
that they are net alone in this respect 
and that the greatest museums and art 
centers in the world have recently been 
victimized by a number of extfuordinary 
frauds of this kind. J. Plerpont Mor- 
gan, while thoroughly ‘“‘onte the game’ 
in Wail street, ig declared to have 
bought more artistic gold bricks than 
any man living, and the Louvre in Paris, 
the Nationa] Gallery at London and the 
Metropolitan Museum in New York have 
frequently been swindled in this way. 

It is claimed that no western city can 
pretend to be civilised until the art faker 
is in ite midst, because when people buy 
bogus old masters it shows that art is 
flourishing instead of being, as was said 
in St. Louls @ few years ago, distinctly 
“on the Bum." The more bogus o'd 
masters that are sold in this city the 
more cause there will be for St. Loulsans 
Oo congratulate themselves on thie 

eadily advancing love of art displayed 
here, 

The experte of the New York Meiro- 
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politan Museum of Art were victimised. 
Charies Ii. Hart, a Philadeiphia art 
critic, said of two portraits of Don Jose 
de Jaudenes y Nebot, the first Spanish 
Minister to the United States, and his 
wife, the Donna Matlide Stoughton de 
Jaudenes, believed to have been paintec 
by Gilbert Stuart: ‘They are undoubted- 
ly fakes, and the museum was badiy 
buncoed when it bought them. I do 
not think there hag been any inten- 
tion on the part of anyone to deceive, 
but merely ignorance on the part of tle 
person who depended for his knowledge 
of the artist wholly upon the signature 
whieh appears upon each of the canvas- 
es—'G. Btuart, R. A., Sept. & 17%.’ ” 
The Boston Museum of Fire Arts pald 
$40,000 for a Velasquez portrait of Phiap 
TV. and it was denounced as false by 
Charies H. Moore, professor of fine aris 
at Harvard. “The picture is not even 
one of Philip IV." gaid the Harvard 
professor. “The shape of the head is 
entirely different."’ 
J. Plereont Morgan purchase4 some 
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gold and silver ecclesiastical Vessels, 
said to have been used by the early 
Christian Church and buried in Cyprus 
in the Seventh century. Monnet, the 
celebrated French authority on aniiqui- 
ties, expressed a grave doubt whether 
Mr. Morgan was not the victim of a 
colossal swindle, as the factg, of the 
discovery of the vessels were net clearly 
stated. 
Rejected as Fakes. 

The City of Bath, England, was de- 
celved for 12 years by a collection of 
old masters which turned cut to be 
copies or outright fakes. ~The gallery 
of 256 pictures was collected by Sir WiI- 
liam Holburne for $5,000,000. A new cur- 
ator was appointed and 194 pictures were 
rejected as absolute fakes. 

There Were tWo imitations of Murillo, 
which if genuine would have been worth 
$100,000, and a Titian which would have 
been worth $250,000. 

The National Gallery of Londen paid 
$20,000 for a. Venus by Velasquez, which 
had been the masterpiece of the Reke- 
by* Hall collection. An American imuil- 
fionaire tried ty buy the pairiting.. bur 
the sellers preferred to keep the paliut- 
ing at home, and perhaps sold it, at a 
lesa price than the American would 
have paid for it. Then Edmund (losse 
wanted to know who seld tne painting 
and who the American millionaire was, 
but nobody Could answer. It waa then 
epenly asserted that the whole affair 
was a swindle. 


Statuette a Forgery. 

The famous Nelson statuette in the 
museum of the United Service Institu- 
tion, London, said to have been pre- 
sented to the great Admiral by George 
lif, has declared a forgery, and 
the Corot landscape presented by the 
Prince of Wales to the Dublin Art Gal- 
lery was condemned. 

inven the famous gallery of the Louvre 
has not escaped. Prof. John C. Van 
Dyke is authority for the statement that 
of 13 Raphaels there, eight are by pupils 
or imitators of the master. 

The Dresden Gallery was long proud 
of its Reading Magdalen from the pencl! 
of Corregio, but ihe critics got after it 
and it was labeled as “of the school of 
Van der Werff.’’ It was not even Ital- 
lan.

Great Author a Victim. 

Dumas was the victim of an imposition 
which made all Paris jaugh. He owned 
a Corot which was really from the 
brush of Trouillebert. He purchased it 
about 1883 and valued it highly. People 
raved over it. and Meissonier called it a 
masterpiece. But one day an expert 
vaw the picture. 

“It is a fine Trouillebert, M. Dumas,” 
sald he. 

“You mean a Corot,” replied the great 
author. 

For preof of his statement the expert 
referred the author to ‘Trouftiebert. 
Dumas called on the artist, and in the 
latter's studio found an exact replica of 
his much treasured Corot. 

A rich New Yorker paid $46,000 fer a 
fake Rembrandt. The scheme & sell 
him the picture had ite origin in «a 
Parisian o!d master factory where they 
turn our works by Courbet or Dias. The 
chief man in the pict had.e Rembrandt 
uf an old man’s head, showing his hands, 
done for $20. Two menthe were spent 
in making the pleture in order that 
enovld defy the inepection of an expert, 
The painter was told to sign hie own 
name—Durand—on top of the picture at- 
ler it had been varnished. 

The painting was shipped to Parts, 
where a select few tnéorsed it as 6 
wonderful find and a picture worthy of 
a piace In any museum. The picture 
wes Jeavily Insured and shipped to New 
York, But on the steamer preceding the 
picture was 4 letter directed to the Col- 
lector of Customs, which is said to have

R. R. H. BLAIKIE, of Edinburgh, 
D has been giving @ number of in- 
esting figures regarding the use of 
alcohol by doctors. He is, he says, quite 
sure that among the medical profession 
their faith In the use of alcohol as «a 
beneficial drug ie belug shaken.

monia kt waa simply brandy and plenty 
of it, and the mortality was very high, 
much higher than he had found it in 
hia OWh experience, and he believed, tn 
looking back on thése cases, they were 
simply po'soned by the amount of whis- 
ky or braudy that Was given them.
